JOLIET TO SORT 
OUT PRISONERS 


To Cull First Offenders 
Old Ones. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 
Geparation of first offenders from | 


the hardened criminals is one prison | 
advance which will be established in 


the new Joliet penitentary, which will, | 


be completed in another twelvemonth. | 
Nine out of every ten men sent to 
Joliet have never served time in a 


penal institution before, the records , 


show. In a majority of cases, how- 


ever, it is likely that their commit-| 
ment has been preceded by years of | 


reckless, vicious living, and possibly 
by misdeeds for which punishment 
was escaped. But these first termers 
form the great field for reclamation 
work, and to increase the chance of 
reformation in the new jail they will 


be segregated from the habitual crim- | 


inals. 

In the recent inquiry made at the 
prison itself by an American Bar as- 
sociation committee the convicts who 
testified agreed on one point—each de- 
clared that men sent up for the first 
time should be kept separate from the} 
case hardened felons to save them 
from further contamination. 


Plan Individual Cells. 


In the new prison the building plan 
is based on the progressive merit sys- 
tem, and the prisoners will be 

according to their class. In) 
the section devoted to the newcomers 
there will be an individua] ceil for 
each inmate. 

Penologists regard this as a most 
important adjunct of the modern 
method under which employment in 
prison industries of more or less va- 
riety is used as the real basis for fit- 
ting convicts, if possible, for their re- 
turn to society. Years ago enforced 
idleness was the practice. Also si- 
lence. It was collective isolation in 
an idleness that made dark minds 
still blacker. The prison stripes have 


- peen abolished, save for escaped and 


recaptured offenders. Silence has been 
lifted and the men may talk in the 
shops and in their cells in a conver- 
sational tone. Towardg prison labor 
the attitude of the free workers has 
been rapidly changing. 

Abolish Contract System. 


employment was first inaugu- 
rated the prisons it took the form 
of the contract system under which 
the labor of convicts was leased to 
outsiders. The ruthless exploitation 
of the prisoner under this system, its 
distintegrating and corrupting effect 
upon prison discipline, its effect upon 
markets where it cut under the prod- 
ucts of free labor, led to its eradica- 
tion. Organized labor took the lead 
in stamping it out and the abolition of 
the contract system was accounted 
one of the great prison reforms. Illi-

Now there are only some eight states in 
which the contract system is retained. 

Then came the development of the 
state or public account system, where 
the labor of the prisoner was direct- 
ed into a state factory on competitive 
lines, Likewise came the state use 
idea where the products of the pris- 
oners were used to supply state in- 
stitutions. 

Illinois has both systems; the penal 
industries supply some of the state's 
needs and up to 40 per cent of prison 
products may be placed on the com- 
petitive market.

Public to Be Congratulated. 

“The public is to be congratulated,” 
gaid Shelby M. Singleton, secretary

it is a great mistake to condemn the. newspaper. 
It may sound funny to have THe Trisunge on the 
reading list, but it should be there. The newspaper. 
should be studied. No time should be wasted on 
the scandal, but read the history that is given you. 
The rotnahce of all fiction is based on the romance 
of fact, and the newspaper is where facts are re- 
corded. The world has never known such a store- 
house of mental food as is furnished by the maga- 
zines. The best authors and the best artists of the 
time are called upon to contribute to the magazines. 
When we say study the newspaper we mean study 
it with a dictionary and an atlas at your side, 

By including the newspaper if the reading lists, we 
do not mean that all other reading should be abol- 
ished. There is danger in periodical reading because 
it lacks method and order. Therefore you should 
haye pome books to read whith will counterbalance 
this. Do not try to read what is not congenial. 
Cheose not what you ought to know but what you 
want to know. It takes a very rare mind to keep 
itself to a course of distasteful reading. If there are 
ne books in the reading list which you want to read, 
g° to the library and find one on a subject which 
you like.

}' whtre he lived? It cannot be done, and 


| yet congestion causes consumption and 
men get that disease who would have 
escaped it. 

These are facts, even though we can-

‘|en” is the way the old Scetch verdict 
runs, 


One of those actomplishménts which 
-pays in a health way is city zoning. 
Maybe we cannot prove it ina court of 
law, or to cold, clear minds like those of 
Pearson and Pearl, but it is _ just 
the same, 

Of course the appealing pra ky of zon- 
ing is to stabilize the values of property. 
That result from zoning anfbody can 
understand, and the proof carn be estab- 
lished in any court. : 

When a man invests in a lot sad bdilds 
on it a house or an apartment it is not 
fair that some one should build a livery 
stable under his eaves, and thereby de- 
stroy a good part of the ee of the 
man’s investment. 

That zoning stabilizes of prop- 
erty need not be argued. 

If we are going to build cities why 
is it not good judgment to plan them 
thoroughly with a view to the use to 
be made of the property in all sections 
with a proper regard to everybody's 
rights? Nobody can object to that, if 
everybody totes fair, even though the 
start was made fifty géars later than it 
should have been. What logic is there 
in planning for water works, sewers, 
and streets and then stopping? — 

The city death rates of seven 
ago are proof enough that G@isaster 
comes if planning is poor. Then why 
stop the planning short of zoning? There 
is no logic in such limitation. 

Aside from the main good from zon- 
ing, there are health jams that are none 
the less real because they dre intangible. 

Zoning gets more sunlight into homés, 
and sunlight kills the germs of disease.

CORRECTING MR. CLAYTON 
CONCERNING INDIA. 

Youngstown, O., April 18.—I should like 
to criticize the article “ Untouchables of 
India Poor Clay for Voters,” by John 
Clayton of your staff and which appeared 
in the issue of Monday, the 17th. 

Apparently from his remarks Mr. Clay- 
ton has but a slight acquaintance with 
the people of India. His description of 
the life of the Indian peasant and his 
statements regarding “ untouchables” is 
certain to be misunderstood by the aver- 
age Atmerican,who knows little regarding 
the manners, customs, and institutions of 
eastern peoples. 

Your correspondent evidently forgets 
the dominant part population plays in 
the shaping of our lives. True, the In- 
dian péasant uses little labor saving ma- 
chinery for the simple reason that its use 
is more expensive than that of labor. In 
the cultivation of many crops, particu- 
larly fice, he has nothing to learn from 
scientific cultivators—generations of ef- 
fort long ago taught him what they are 
only now “discovering.” It is not so 
many years ago—scarcely more than a 
generation—that the methods of harvest- 
ing, etc., mentioned by Mr. Clayton were 
in common use in this country and are 
still chiefly used in Burope. Why? Be- 
cause labor is cheaper than machinery 
in overpopulated countries. 

Mr. Clayton’s long distance statements 
regarding caste are amusing—the Sudias, 
or low castes, to whieh his “ hewers of 
wood and drawers of water” belong, are 
not “ untouchables,” or outcasts, but are 
of the servile class. 

Those of us who have spent aoveral 
years in India realize that education is 
the crying need of the land, but we also 
realize that all of the institutions of the 
west are not suited to the east, and with 
these, for the present, may be listed 
“compulsory education’; the best 
thought in India and Great Britain is not 
satisfied that such a system is suited to 
the best interests the people. And to 
assume that education will eliminate the 
servile class is absurd—population is the 
determining factor. 

Instead of being “bred to thousands 
of years of ignorance and dirt, super- 
stition, and slavery,” I would remind Mr: 
Clayton that India had developed a high 
civilization when our ancestors were bar- 
barians—a civilization that has outlived 
the contemporary civilizations of Egypt, 
Assyria, Babylonia, Greece, and Rome, 
and still lives, thrives, and flourishes.

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FIRST 
ORGANIZED TREE 
TAKEN 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 
Foresters took the first step yester- 
day in Chicago toward a definite plan 


of planting trees on at least a part | 


of the 40,000,000 acres unfit for culti- 
vation in the central west states. Del- 
egates representing the forestry inter- 
ests of Michigan, Wisconsin, Minne- 
ota, lowa, Missouri, Indiana and Illi- 
nois have been ip session at the Union 
League club for two days. 

After reports had been made by 
representatives from each gtate, giv- 
ing local problems, what t forestry 
agencies are doing to protect and re- 
plant forests and what immediate 
plans are to be carried out, a com- 
mittee was appointed to convert the 
temporary Central States Forestry 
league into a permanent organization. 

Formed Year Ago. 

The league was temporarily formed 
at the foresters’ conference here about 
a year ago. Eight members of the 
forestry committee of the 
League club and a member from each 
one of the eight central west states 
will form the committee. 

The resolutions passed yesterday call 
for more adequate fire protection by 
the states, conservation of timber and 
reforestration of denuded areas. There 
are 30,000,000 acres of nontillable land 
in the three great lakes states—Mich- 
igan, Wisconsin, and Minnesota—ex- 
perts say, that could be profitably 
used in the growing of trees. 
© Foresters declared farmers and tim- 
ber owners find in excessive taxes the 
greatest discuuragement to growing 
trees on their land. Experts said it 
must be made possible for land own- 
ers to grow trees without having to 
pay taxes that more than offset the 
value of the timber. 

Profits Eaten Up. 

It takes forty-five years to produce 
the most rapid growing tree in this 
country to a usable size, according to 
A. L. Osborn of the National Lum- 
bermen's association. Taxes soon eat 
up the profits.

LEAGUE 
TOLD NEW PLAYS 


_ Chicago first nighters who anticipate 
witnessing the initial performances 
here of several more New York produc- 
tions this season are doomed to dis- 
appointment. Not more than one or 

‘two New York plays will come to Chi- 

- @ago before the end of the season, and 
the playhouses will close unusually 
early this spring, on account of the 
policy of retrenchment now being fol- 
lowed by producers. 

Such was the prediction voiced by 
Arba Blodgett, New York theatrical 
producer, yesterday at the opening ses- 
sion of the twelfth annual convention 
of the Drama League of America. The 
convention is being held in the Evans- 
ton Woman's club quartere, Evanstor.. 

“ Admission prices are too high,” Mr. 
Blodgett said, ‘‘but that is because of 
the high cost of production. It costs 
from $8,000 to $45,000 to try out a new 
play, and the producer has no assur- 
ance his play will succeed.” 

Want Good Plays. 

Producers are eager for good plays, 
according to Mr. Blodgett, but few 
good ones are being written. Out of 
6,000 plays he had read he said he 
found only two worth producing. He 
urged members of the league, many of 
whom are writers, to persist in writing 


plays. 

On account of the cost of production, 
Mr. Blodgett said, the one night play 
and the road show are “dead, buried, 
and forgotten.” William Owen, an 
actor, who followed Mr. Blodgett as 
speaker, contradicted this statement, 
saying that the road show is very 
much alive, and that the only difficulty 
is to get good actors who are willing 
to endure the inconvenience of touring. 

“We are all rebels or we wouldn't 
be here,” Mr. Owens said. “ We should 
all rebel against conditions which 
make it necessary for a producer to 
‘spend $8,000 putting on a play. We 
should work for lower prices.”
